Larry  just  forwarded  this  to  me.  I note  that  Elizabeth  used  the  wrong  email  address  when 
she  tried  to  send  it  to  me. 


I will  review  and  revise  ASAP.  Conceptually,  we  have  no  issue  granting  access  to 
Sunnyside  property.  There  are,  however,  some  potential  safety  risks  and  I need  to  get  a 
good  understanding  of  where  you  are  proposing  to  sample  on  Sunnyside  property  above 
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Eureka.  That  said,  I propose  that  we  execute  a consent  for  the  sample  points  between 
Silverton  and  Eureka  on  the  Animas  initially  and  then  execute  another  agreement  for  points 
above.  This  should  allow  EPA  to  get  its  high-flow  sampling  done  while  we  identify  the 
other  properties  EPA  wants  to  sample.
